Chinese Journal's Protest. -. 

In our political and social intercourse 
with foreigners, says the Peking Daily 
News, one cannot help being impressed 
with the thought that foreigners scenv 
to consider that Chinn ‘exista only for 
their benefit! Chinn, according to them, 
ix a big theatre, where drama, melo. 
drama, tragedy, or comedy, is enacted for 


their sole enjoyment, little thinking, per. | 


haps, that to’ the Chinese, tho actors 
themselves, these playa are very serious 
affairs indeed, and their emotions during 


‘| the performances are ax multitudinous as 


the conditions under which they happen 
to be placed. ; 

The Chinese Revolution, for instances 
may be. regarded by the forcigners, as a 
tragedy or comedy, and may be commented 
upon or criticised according to their tem- 
perament and mood. They seem. to ignore 
the'fact that itis u life and death strugule 
of the Chinese or that’ the principles ‘of 
despotism and democrady are heing fought 
out, They may look on dispassionntely 
like over-bored stage critics; they may 


regard it with indifference like -a..dis-} 


interested audience, or with feverial: ate 
tention nnd interest like sehool children 
enjoying a matinee for the first time ; but 
when the truth iu told, the actors, the 
Chinese people, are not playing to please 
the audience. 


Diplomats may complain that the Re- | - 
yolution has caused them much anxiety | 


and any amount of trouble, Anxiety, to 
them, however, consists in the apprehen- 
sion that the interests of their, Government 
and peoplt whom they repre ent may be 
affected, and troublo means ‘only extn 
work in the ciphering and decipering of 
telegrams and the transmission and receipt 
of divpatches, Merchanta may protest 
that on account of the Revolution and of 
the “unsettled condition of the country, 
business isdull, Newspaper correspondents 
may complain that there is no sensational 
news. But in short, to all of them, thei? 
interests in China are all important, whilo 
those of the Chinese in affairs of their own 
are negligible a 

The orgnnination of the present Cabinet 
may be a Bt subject for criticism or amuse- 
ment by the foreigners. The gotirement 
of the Ministers of Tang’s Cabinet has 
been commented upon ‘as tending to en-

whereby the interests of foreigners in Chinn
